St. Petersburg, May 23.— The long 
awaited 
political amnesty 
will, the 
Associated Press learns from a gov­ 
ernment. source, 
bo proclaimed May 
27, tile anniversary of the coronation 
of Emperor 
Nicholas II. 
The exact 
scope of the measure lias not as yet 
been determined. 
It will, as antici­ 
pated, be limited, but the Associated 
Press 
is in a position to state 
that 
the Constitutional Democratic party is 
prepared, though 
grudgingly, to 
ac­ 
cept the act of grace from which ter­ 
rorists 
are 
excluded, 
recognizing, 
though not publicly, that the govern­ 
ment is not altogether unjustified in 
refusing to set at large men who will 
he as ready in the future as they have 
been' in the past to 
shoot down or 
blow to pieces hated representatives 
of authority. 
Their demand for unlimited am nes­ 
ty was based on the expectation that 
with the institution of a full consti­ 
tutional era 
the terrorists, 
as was 
premised in an open letter just be­ 
fore the assassination 
of Alexander 
III., would abandon active operations. 
but th<-*y have been forced to admit 
that the crimes of the past few days 
give the government 
no guarantee 
that 1 he promise will be kept.

W ashington, 
May 
23.—The 
agri­ 
cultural appropriation 
Dill has been 
reported to the senate. 
It carries $7,- 
715,000, an increase of $223,500 over 
the amount carried by the bill as it 
passed the house. 
Items of increase 
include $51,800 for the bureau of ani­ 
mal Industry, $51,020 for the bureau 
of plant industry and $32,400 for ex­ 
periment stations; $15,O o h additional 
for public 
roads and $10,000 
addi­ 
tional to exterminate the gypsy moth. 
Regarding free seeds the report says: 
"A decided majority 
of the com­ 
m its o expressed them selves informal­ 
ly as opposed to 
the distribution of 
common seeds, as authorized by law 
for many years, but deemed it in ad 
visable at this session to recommend 
a change, believing that suelr could 
not now secure the desired result, but 
trust at the next session a liberal ap­ 
propriation for the distribution of rare 
and valuable seeds may take the place 
of the present very objectionable sy s­ 
tem .” 
Provision is made that IO per cent 
of all money received from each for­ 
est reserve shall he paid to the state 
or territory in which the reserve is 
situated to 
be expended for 
public 
schools or public roads.

A telegram from Congressman Buck 
man to Senator John T. Frater brought 
the pleasing intelligence that his ap* 
pointrnent as Indian Agent at tho Leech 
Lake reservation was confirmed by tho 
IT.

'The position is one that demands a man 
of honesty and integrity, one who will 
carry out the instructions of tho de­ 
partment under whose jurisdiction it is. 
to the letter and who will interpret the 
law in a f ‘arless and impartial manner, 
and those qualities arc all contained iii 
the makeup of the man who has been 
selected, 
't hat he was eminently quali­ 
fied for the post was at once conceded 
by tnose who were appraised of the 
matter before t ie same was brought be­ 
fore the attention of the department 
and some of the strongest letters of re­ 
cot. .mendation that ever accompanied 
any petition to Washington, were writ­ 
ten in his behalf by the leading men of 
the stntc. 
The app liniment is exceedingly pleas­ 
ing to Mr. Prater’s Brainerd friends 
who have been associated v, ith him for 
nearly a quai ter of a century and who 
during all of that time have found him

TAKES A VACATION 


Chai. Metcalf, Veteran N. P. Engineer 


Goes to Hood River, Oregon, 


for Visit. 


Few men can show a clearer record 
for uninterrupted 
service 
than can 
Chas. Metcalf, the veteran engineer. 
fie has been with the Northern Pacific 
railroad since 1878, most of the time 
working seven days in tho week. 
In 
all those years he has never been far­ 
ther west than Bismark, and that the 
first year he was with the company, and 
Bismark was then the western terminus 
of the road.
